Need It All for 
Water Supply, 
Manager Says 


Whether the City of Ontario 
will ask for all of the estimated 
100 acres around the Ontario In- 
ternational Airport remained a 
moot question last night as the 
city council referred the whole 
matter to the committee of the 
whole for further discussion and 
consideration. 

The land, which is owned by 
the Federal government, now 
could probably be secured by On- 
tario at a very nominal _ cost. 
While the councilmen agreed that 
most of it should be secured for 
use by the airport, there was 
some uncertainty as to whether 
the land east of the wash should 
also be included. ‘

Also on the land east of the 
wash are electric transformers, 
gas storage buildings and other 
facilities “that would be very val- 
uable to use,” Mr. Sanford con- 
tinued. 

“Kverything on the government- 
owned property should be turned 
over to the airport,” he declared. 

STORAGE TANK 

It was also brought. out by the 
Ontario airport manager that the 
Pacific Overseas Airlines desjred 
a 2,000 gallon underground gor- 
age tank which would be usea to 
supply company trucks, automo- 
biles and powerful generators. He 
said that it would be used only 
for company-owned equipment 
and not for aviation purposes. 

Since the city levies a tax on 
aviation gasoline for airplane 
purposes, the councilmen said that 
they wanted to be sure it would 
be used only for the purposes 
mentioned and not for any of the 
POA planes or for sale to any 
other airlines. This was also 
held over for further study.
